"I don't think about the candidates. I have 
other issues on my mind. Until the ballot is put 
n my hand, I probably won't know who I am 
ning to vote for " said Amber Richards, a stu- 
ent at Shelton Stale. This seems to be the 
sponding thought at the college, though if put 
o a vote most would make a choice. 

When asked whom they would vote for at 
Ihis moment, 44% of the students surveyed chose 
beorge W. Bush(R). Vice President, AI Gore 
(D) meanwhile, only had 26% of the vote , John 
McCain(R) , who has kepi up with Bush quite 
well in the primaries, only got a 4% vote here. 
IBi II Bradley(D) , Al Gore's competition, also got 
a 4% vote. What's surprising is that Gary 
Bauer(R), who has since dropped out of the race 
ot 6% of the vote of the students surveyed. Steve 
orhes got no vote, but that's okay; it's a tax 
[write-off. Of the students surveyed, 1 4% gave no 
response and 2% had a write in (for Donald 
Trump). 

Although Bush is in the lead, it looks as 
though McCain is doing quite well in the presi- 
dential race Bush has to put up a pretty good 
fight to keep himself afloat. Bill Bradley, on the 



other hand, is falling behind Gore in the primaries. 

When talking about presidents, you are 
talking about politics. What do the students here 
think about politics? The majority of the students 
think that politics arc "OK" (66% of the vote). 
"Don't care" was the response of 14% of the 
students taking part in the survey. With the same 
amount of the vote, is the response "Don't like 
politics." Next in line is "love it," which got 4% of 
the vote. Only 2% of the students responded with 
"Hate it." 

What is the most important trait for a presi- 
dent to have? Honesty, according to 62% of 
students taking part in the poll. Also important, is 
intelligence, which got 28% of the vote. Public 
speaking, ironically, got only 6% of the vote, so 
it's okay for our president to get nervous when he 
gives the State of Union address. Not responding 
were 2% of the students polled. Other got 2% of 
the vote as well, while toughness, got no vote. 

So what does all this tell? It looks like Bush 
is going to have to be an honest president, who is 
somewhat intelligent. He will not have to speak 
well in public, because almost everybody thinks 
that politics is only all right.

"Keep Looking Up!"

The North 
Star 




I hope that you are enjoying 
this near spring-like weather that 
we are having by being outside 
especially during our cool, clear 
evenings! Looking south you will 
find the mighty hunter -- Orion -- 
and his two hunting dogs - Canis 
Minor (little dog") and Canis 
Major ("big dog"). The three bright 
stars of Orion's belt make him 
easy to find, and the bright, blue 
star Sinus or "dog star" helps one 
to locate Canis Major, Orion's larg- 
est hunting dog. 

Perhaps, you may be plan- 
ning an extensive backpacking trip, 



canoe outing, or camping trip with 
our nice weather, and it is always 
wise to be able to locate the North 
Star if one were to get turned around 
in the woods, AH boy and girl 
scouts learn to find the North Star to 
earn various badges. Since Earth's 
axis points toward the North Star, it 
will always be in the same location 
at a certain latitude and is some- 
times called the "pole star" or, offi- 
cially, Polaris. 

To locate the North Star, sim- 
ply look North and find the most 
familiar constellation in the sky - 
the Big Dipper or, officially called 



Ursa Major, During February the 
handle will be pointing towards 
the ground with the bowl of the 
dipper up above it. Draw an imagi- 
nary line through the two end stars 
in the bowl (sometimes called the 
"pointer stars") and follow this line 
to the left of the bowl to the first 
star. This star is the North Star and 
is on the end of the handle of the 
Little Dipper or Ursa Minor which 
can be seen on a really dark night. 
Keep looking up, enjoy our great 
weather and learn to locate the 
North Star, so that you can always 
find your way in the woods!
